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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Effingham: 

I herewith submit my seventh annual report as 
superintendent of schools, it being the fifteenth in the 
series of such reports. 

The schools of Effingham are running as usual in 
spite of the times of stress and strain. It is the evi- 
dent belief of Effingham people that the welfare of 
boys and girls is of first importance. In well kept 
buildings, teachers are trying to give instruction in 
facts of knowledge, and also lessons in self-control 
and regard for rights of others. It is well said that 
education today it not only gathering facts of know- 
ledge but it is also training for lives of service in pub- 
lic welfare. 

Jessie Gray, President of the National Education 
Association, says, “The American common school is the 
expression of a mighty faith. It has grown up out 
of need and aspiration. It is the bulwark of those 
democratic ideals and rights for which mankind has 
sacrificed and suffered thruout the ages. It is the 
home of light and of reason. It is the hope of a bet- 
ter tomorrow. The common school is the house of the 
people.” 

The health inspection is being directed by the 
school nurse, Ruth S. Langille. Her report as print- 
ed gives details regarding this very important phase 
of the work. I appreciate very much _ the support 
which the school board gives. Good results here 
give help in getting best results from classroom work, 
for, ““A sound mind crowns a sound body.” 

In this connection, parents are reminded that 
children must be vaccinated before entering school. 
This should be done by August 20. It is not right to 
delay and then keep children out of school in Septem- 
ber to have the vaccination done. 
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Visual Instruction 

The motion picture has brought help and enjoy- 
ment to the boys and girls. Already there have been 
pictures of health, safety, kindness to animals, flow- 
ers, geography, history. The picture, “Daniel Boone,” 
was given twice in town and the public invited. This 
was a strong picture of early pioneer life in the Ken- 
tucky region. “Dixie” was a unique picture, showing 
scenes from the South in the time of the Civil War. 
It was especially appropriate at the time of Memorial 
Day. The entertaining picture, “Captain January,” 
was favorably received everywhere. Since we learn 
more through the eye than through any other sense, 
the picture comes to have special value. 


A largely attended graduation last June shows 
that Effingham citizens are interested in schools and 
child welfare. The conditions of our country show 
that we need well-trained citizens, and the way to 
train is to begin in youth. Honest, loyal, efficient, 
helpful and law-abiding citizens are not made in haste. 
A squash can be grown in one season, but it takes 
years of slow, hard growth to make a sturdy, spread- 
ing oak. The twig can be bent. The tree cannot.

The school property is in good condition and 
should be left so by the wise expenditure of a reason- 
able sum of money each year. We should keep im- 
proving the beauty of the school yards. Trees and 
shrubbery set out by the school at Center Effingham 
give this place a very attractive appearance as one 
comes from the South. <A bed of well-selected wild 
flowers would be a fine addition to any yard. 


Needs for next year include a new chemical toilet 
for the Falls school and electric lights in all the schools. 
The lights would help greatly in the visual instruc- 
tion. 


Since there are only five Effingham pupils at the 
South school, I recommend the closing of that school 
and transportation of the pupils to the Center Effing- 
ham school. 


For the year ending June 30, 1933, we had an 
average attendance of 55.74, an average membership 
of 57.98 and a percent of 96.2. This is better than 
last year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL HEALTH WORK 


To the Townspeople, School Board, and Superintendent 
of Schools: 

The interest in health has been very keen in the 
Effingham schools. By close competition, the South 
Effingham children won the Health Banner this last 
year. They won this by making the greatest progress: 
in the correction of defects and also by faithfully keep- 
ing the health rules which they adopted for their own 
use. But the score was very close, the Falls school 
running a close second. 

Due to the Annual Dental Clinics with practically 
a 100% attendance, the most common physical defect 
found among school children has been eliminated from 
the Effingham school records. Each year a few of the 
cases of bad tonsils are eliminated as money can be 
raised for this work. The cases of defective vision 
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have been corrected each year as they have been. 
found. 


In an endeavor to keep the children of the state as 
well as possible, the Federal and State Emergency 
Relief Act has made it possible to serve children with 
a half pint of milk in school each school day. Nine 
children were thus served last spring for several weeks 
and twenty-five are being served this winter. 
Through the same agency, Cod Liver Oil is on the way 
to be used as a tonic and builder to keep health at its 
best. Everything possible is being done to prevent 
any serious damage to the health of the children by 
the effects of curtailed family resources. 


One child was taken to Boston for a very. serious 
operation by specialists at the Palmer Memorial Hospi- 
tal, which probably saved her life. Many families 
are being watched for food and clothing needs. 


At the end of the last school year in June, the fol- 
lowing report shows the work done in Effingham.
